Driskiii, who was not wearing 
a seatbeit, was pronounced 
dead at the scene by the Liv¬ 
ingston County coroner. Neither 
Wurth nor Jennings received in¬ 
juries from the coiiision. Both 
were wearing their seatbeits.

If you like the elected leadership in 
Crittenden County, there's good news. 
Most of the officials in county govern¬ 
ment are hoping to remain in office 
another four years. In fact, incum¬ 
bents in all but two posts plan 
to seek re-election in 2014. 

On Nov. 6, candidates plan¬ 
ning to run for public office 
next year could make it official. 

At press time, only five candi¬ 
dates had filed their paperwork 
with the county clerk’s office to 
begin their campaign, but when 
contacted by The Crittenden 
Press, all but one countywide 
office holder and one member 
of Crittenden Fiscal Court said they 
plan to sit out next year’s election. 

Crittenden County Jailer Phil 
Parker, who was appointed in August 
to fill Rick Riley's unexpired term, and 
longtime magistrate Percy Cook will 
not be running for office in 2014. 
Parker was selected to take over when 
Riley resigned, in part, because he had 
no desire to seek office. Cook sited age 
as his primary reason for giving up the 


seat he has held since 1993. 

"If I'm going fishing. I've gotta take 
time out to do it," joked Cook, who will 
be 84 when he leaves office at the end 
of next year. 

Meantime, Crittenden County's top 
elected official, Judge-Executive Perry 
Newcom, will be looking to 
guide the county for another 
four years. Other constitu¬ 
tional officers also seeking an¬ 
other term will be County 
Attorney Rebecca Johnson, 
Sheriff Wa37ne Agent, Clerk 
Carolyn Byford, Property Val¬ 
uation Administrator Ronnie 
Heady and Coroner Brad 
Gilbert. Agent, B34brd, New¬ 
com and Heady have already 
filed their paperwork. 

Magistrates Jeff Ellis, Curt Buntin, 
Glenn Underdown, Donnetta Travis 
and Dan Wood all said they hope to 
retain their seat on Crittenden Fiscal 
Court. Buntin is the longest serving 
county official, having put in 20 years 
at the end of his current term. 

Newcom is happy to see five of the

Shopping local strengthens community

“Just to support the local 
business,” she said of why she 
began her Christmas shop¬ 
ping at home. 

“It’s not al¬ 
ways conven¬ 
ient to go to 
Paducah.” 

Hoping to 
encourage 
residents to 
do their holi¬ 
day shopping 
at home. The Crittenden Press 
has started a Shop Marion 
First campaign. In the weeks 
leading up to Christmas, the 
newspaper will highlighting 
the benefits of shopping in 
Crittenden County. 

For Susan Alexander, exec¬ 
utive director of the Critten¬ 
den County Chamber of 
Commerce, tiiose benefits are 
clear. 

“Times are tough and as a 
community, we are all in this 
together,” she said. “By being 
together, we help ourselves, 
our community and our busi¬ 


ness owners by participating 
in ‘Shop Marion First.’ 

“Statistics say for every dol¬ 
lar spent in our community, 
73 cents is returned and rein¬ 
vested back into the commu¬ 
nity. Pretty good numbers if 
we stop to think about it.” 

By keeping their dollars at 
home, shop¬ 
pers can 
strengthen 
the economic 
base of the 
community 
and sustain 
employment 
in the retail 
sector. That, 
in turn, means more tax dol¬ 
lars stay at home in Marion, 
helping support schools, civic 
services and community im¬ 
provements. 

“Buying local supports 
more than just the business; 
it helps the entire commu¬ 
nity,” said Paja Crider, a vice 
president at Farmers Bank & 
Trust Co. in Marion. 

Small business owners 
who depend on local shoppers 
bring a unique perspective to 
the notion that buying at 
home strengthens the com¬ 
munity and allows for growth. 


“I try to buy as much as I 
can in town,” said longtime 
small business owner Bill 
Wheeler. 

Wheeler has been in busi¬ 
ness in Marion for 15 years, 
operating restaurants and his 
gun shop. Tactical Arms. 
While he admits he would like 
to see more specialty busi¬ 
nesses available in town, he 
believes all of the necessities 
can be found here. And if

six magistrates on fiscal court 
throw their hat into the ring 
and hopes to be able to con¬ 
tinue the work started during 
his first term. 

"I think we've accom¬ 
plished some good things," he 
said of the fiscal court. 

Notably, debt service on the 
county’s new detention center 
was reduced by $4.5 million 
over the remaining 26 years of 
the note by refinancing the jail 
with new bonds. The county 
also began providing health 
insurance to its employees; 
however, it takes a portion of 
a new countywide net profits 
and occupatiional tax to fund 
the new benefit. That tax is 
also being used to rescue a fi¬ 
nancially-ailing ambulance 
service. 

Weather warning sirens 
were also placed throughout 
the county during Newcom’s 
first three years in office, and 
Siemens grew its facility and 
workforce through joint public 
and private enterprise efforts. 

Just some of Newcom’s 
longterm goals for the fiscal 
court include continuing to 
push for the completion of a 
new U.S. 641, extending 
broadband to unserved areas 
of the county and expanding 
recreational opportunities. 

As for the exiting magis¬ 
trate, the judge-executive said 
Cook's service to the county 
has been invaluable. 

"To serve the public that 
long in that capacity is monu¬ 
mental," Newcom said of 
Cook's five terms in office. 

Cook will have served with 
four judge-executives, starting 
with John May and followed 
by Victor "Pippi" Hardin, Fred 
Brown and Newcom. 

No one else has filed paper¬ 
work or publicly announced 
their intentions to run for con¬ 
stitutional office or magistrate. 
The deadline for entering 
races that may have a primary 
next May is Jan. 28, 2014. 

Marion City Council, in¬ 
cluding mayor, and Critten¬ 
den County Board of 
Education are non-partisan 
races and, therefore, will not 
have a primary. Those candi¬ 
dates have until August 2014 
to file paperwork. 

Running for constable, 
which will appear on the May 
primary ballot, will be Billy 
Arffack in District 6, Wa 3 me 
West in District 5 and Paul 
Beard in District 3. Incum¬ 
bents Arffack and West have 
yet to file for office; however, 
newcomer Beard has submit¬ 
ted his paperwork and $50 fil¬ 
ing fee. 

The Press was unable to 
reach constables Bobby 
Phelps (District 1), Loyd Pat¬ 
ton (District 2), Roy Todd (Dis¬ 
trict 3) and C.L. McDaniel 
(District 4) to ask about their 
campaign intentions. 

Courts 

Announcing plans to seek 
re-election to non-partisan ju¬ 
dicial posts serving Crittenden 
County are District 5 Judge 
Daniel Heady, Circuit 5 Judge 
Rene Williams, 1st District 
Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Justice Christopher Shea 
Nickell and 1st District Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court Justice 
Bill Cunningham. Running for 
the first time for 5 th Circuit 
Family Court Judge will be 
Brandi Rogers. 

Williams, Cunningham 
and Nickell were the only 
prospective judicial candi¬ 
dates to have filed their paper¬ 
work as of press time. 

Judicial races in Kentucky 
are non-partisan and will not 
appear on the May primary 
ballot unless there are three 
or more candidates vying for 
the position. In that case, a 
run-off election will be sched¬ 
uled for the primary election 
to determine the two top vote- 
getters who will face off in the 
November general election.

In a hotly-contested U.S. 
Senate race, at least a half- 
dozen people have announced 
their intentions to run, in¬ 
cluding incumbent Sen.

He will likely face 
opposition in the primary 
from Matt Bevin and Gurley L. 
Martin. On the Democratic 
side, Alison Lundergan 
Grimes, Greg Leichty and 
Bennie J. Smith have said 
they intend to seek their 
party's nomination.

County’s EOC formally dedicated

It’s been five years since a 
federal grant for an emergency 
operations center (EOC) in 
Crittenden County was ap¬ 
proved by Congress. After nu¬ 
merous delays, the building 
was finally completed, and it 
was moved into earlier this 
year. On Friday, local officials 
formally dedicated the 
county’s EOC with a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony. 

The 6,300-square-foot fa¬ 
cility is home to Crittenden 
County Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment, Crittenden County 
Emergency Management and 
Project Lifesaver, a program 
that assists families and care¬ 
givers in locating individuals 
with mental ailments who 
wander off. The building was 
funded through a $750,000 
grant secured by Congress¬ 
man Ed Whitfield in 2008. 
Crittenden Fiscal Court was 
responsible for matching a 
quarter of that amount, much 
of which was satisfied through 
in-kind contributions. 

Billy Arfiack, chief of the 
volunteer fire department, 
said his agency was able to 
move into the building in Jan¬ 
uary. The expansive new digs 
offer a meeting room and gives 
Arfiack his own office. 

“Before, we were crowded 
and some vehicles had to sit 
outside,’’ he said of the de¬ 
partment’s old home beside 
Crittenden County Detention 
Center. It shared the site with 
Crittenden County Rescue 
Squad. 

The new structure is large 
enough to not only house all 


of the fire department’s trucks 
and firefighting tools, but also 
emergency management’s 
equipment. Like for Arfiack, it 
also offers office space for 
emergency management di¬ 
rector David Travis and Proj¬ 
ect Lifesaver director Wa 3 me 
West. 

During the 2009 ice storm 
that crippled most of western 
Kentucky, Crittenden County 
Emergency Management was 
without a home, primarily op¬ 
erating out of Marion City 
Hall. The EOC gives Travis 
and fellow volunteers a per¬ 
manent home from which to 
respond to disasters. 

The structure now exists 
as a shrine to the three volun¬ 
teer agencies it houses. 

Fred Brown worked with 


Rep. Whitfield during his time 
as judge-executive to secure 
the funding for the building. 
Penn 3 n'ile Area Development 
District in Hopkinsville as¬ 
sisted with facilitating the 
grant. 

Funding was announced in 
2008 in Brown’s final term as 
judge-executive, but several 
delays hampered completion 
of the project until this year. 

Initial delays resulted from 
required studies to determine 
if construction would create 
environmental consequences 
or disturb any possible Native 
American archaeological site. 
After both of those hurdles 
were cleared, deciding upon a 
design to accommodate both 
the fire department and res¬ 
cue squad presented its own 


problems. The grant was in¬ 
sufficient to construct a bufid- 
ing large enough to house 
equipment and vehicles for 
both of the volunteer agen¬ 
cies, so with less equipment, 
the fire department was given 
favor. Then, the property had 
to be resurveyed because the 
initial survey did not include 
elevation and the location of 
utilities. 

Finally, under current 
Judge-Executive Perry New¬ 
com, the last hurdles were 
cleared and the building was 
erected and opened. 

Newcom hopes to secure 
additional funding in the fu¬ 
ture to incorporate a new 
home for the rescue squad on 
the same property with the 
EOC.

“That gives us a little over 
a week to get it all put to¬ 
gether. We spend the two or 
three days before the food dis¬

that is not 
there.’’

I think there are other Derbin 
or Durbin families still in Critten¬ 
den County.

Business and chamber 
of commerce leaders from across western Kentucky converged on Marion for a luncheon and business 
meeting to further the goals of the organization, whose counties have an estimated population of almost 
329,000 individuals and cover approximately 4,800 square miles. WKRCAs priority projects include In¬ 
terstate 69, a 2,600-mile interstate from Indiana to Texas that travels through the heart of western Ken¬ 
tucky, and development of inland waterways for improved navigation for industry. On Friday, the group 
primarily discussed the need for new partnerships between private enterprise and the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky to build a more efficient, better government.

Rep. Lynn Bechler (R-Marion) an¬ 
nounced Friday he will seek re-elec¬ 
tion in 2014 to serve the people of 
Crittenden, Livingston, Caldwell and 
Christian counties in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives. Bechler is 
seeking a second term as the 4th 
District representative in Frankfort. 

“I am thankful that voters gave 
me the opportunity (last year) to be 
their voice in the Kentucl^ House of 
Representatives. During that time, 
we’ve accomplished many things in 
Frankfort, but much work still re¬ 
mains,” Rep. Bechler said in a news 
release. “We have some critical needs 
to address if we want to grow our re¬ 
gion and make our Commonwealth 
great, which is why I’m seeking a 
second term as your state represen¬ 


tative.” 

Bechler was first elected as a rep¬ 
resentative in 2012 and was soon 
placed in a position of leadership as 
vice chairman of the House Agricul¬ 
ture and Small Business Committee. 
During his first term, he also served 
on the House Economic Develop¬ 
ment and Labor and Industry com¬ 
mittees. 

“I take very seriously the role en¬ 
trusted to me to fight for Kentucky 
values,” he said. 

He encourages input from con¬ 
stituents on matters facing the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

“I have always made it a priority 
to be accessible to people, to listen to 
them and help them with their 
needs,” he said. 

Bechler, who calls himself a fiscal 


and social conservative, is running 
on a platform to: 

- Promote job creation and eco¬ 
nomic development. "While 
the government cannot cre¬ 
ate jobs, it can provide a cli¬ 
mate that encourages 
current business to grow and 
new business to open in 
Kentucky," Bechler said. 

- Protect Kentucky’s coal 
industry. "Coal is one of the 
main economic drivers in the 
Commonwealth, and we 
must work to curtail the bla¬ 
tant overreach by the EPA," he ex¬ 
plained. 

- Assure agricultural sustainabil¬ 
ity. "Kentucky has a d 3 mamic agri¬ 
cultural industry, and its growth and 
continued viability are critical to all 


of us," he said. 

- Broaden educational opportuni¬ 
ties. "While a college education is 
wonderful, not everyone is in¬ 
terested in or suited for an 
undergraduate degree," Bech¬ 
ler added. "It’s imperative that 
alternative paths to well-pay¬ 
ing jobs are provided to our 
children in addition to ensur¬ 
ing that higher education op¬ 
portunities remain strong." 

During the 2013 session of 
the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly, Bechler worked with both 
Republicans and Democrats to ad¬ 
dress Kentucky's employee pension 
woes. He supported legislation pro¬ 
tecting current state employees and 
retirees by fully funding the required 
contribution to the state's pension 


fund and bringing new state employ¬ 
ees on board with a plan similar to 
those in the private sector. 

“We finally had a conversation 
about the economic problems facing 
Kentucky and an agreement that 
kicking the proverbial can down the 
road was no longer viable,” he said. 
“We must continue those discus¬ 
sions that will help our Common¬ 
wealth thrive and compete.” 

He is also calling for a complete 
overhaul of Kentucky’s tax code, 
which dates back to the 1940s. 

During this year’s session, Bech¬ 
ler also backed legislation allowing 
Kentucky’s farmers to grow and har¬ 
vest industrial hemp and joined fel¬ 
low state legislators in calling on 
President Obama to reconsider his 
war on coal.

Judicial races in Kentucky 
are non-partisan positions 
that will appear on the No¬ 
vember 2014 general election 
ballot unless there are three 
or more candidates vjTng for 
the position. In that case, a 
run-off election will be sched¬ 
uled for the May primary 
election to determine the two 


top vote-getters.

who retired in August 2004. 
In January 2005, she at¬ 
tended federal training and 
began the 5th Judicial Circuit 
Drug Court Program for the 
circuit. She was elected to a 
new term of circuit judge in 
2006. 

Judge Williams was ap¬ 
pointed by Kentucky 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Joseph Lambert to serve as 
chief regional district judge 


from January 2003 until her 
appointment as circuit judge. 
He then appointed her as 
chief regional circuit judge in 
2007. Current Kentucky 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
John C. Minton has re-ap- 
pointed her to serve in that 
position for three additional 
terms. 

Judge Williams is a native 
of Webster County and holds 
a bachelor of science degree 
in business administration 
from Murray State University 
and a law degree from the 
University of Louisville. She is 


a member of the Kentucky 
Bar Association (KBA) and 
the Circuit Judge’s Associa¬ 
tion. She also serves as the 
secretary and treasurer of the 
Webster County Bar Associa¬ 
tion. 

She has served on a 
statewide domestic violence 
task force and was a member 
of the Judicial Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to the Governor’s Of¬ 
fice of Sexual Abuse and 
Domestic Violence Services. 
She currently serves on the 
KBA legislative team for the 
1st Supreme Court District. 


Judge Williams is a mem¬ 
ber of the Webster County 
ASAP Board and Health 
Coalition. She has served as 
a director for the Webster 
County Junior Miss Program 
and as legal advisor for the 
Webster County High School

The local Penn 3 n*ile Allied 
Community Services (PACS) 
office began on Tuesday the 
subsidy portion of the Low-In¬ 
come Home Energy Assis¬ 
tance Program (LIHEAP) that 
provides heating assistance to 
eligible households.

Now that bow season is under way, it's important to keep 
scouting.

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Freedom: America’s 
battle cry since pilgrims 


Freedom has been the 
battle cry for every person 
that has fought for Amer¬ 
ica since the first Pilgrims 
landed on the shores of 
this continent. Thousands 
have died for that freedom; 
now, we have to watch it 
die. 

One of the best warn¬ 
ings of how we are losing 
our freedoms is the follow¬ 
ing coming from a consti¬ 
tutional attorney Phyllis 
Schlafly of the Eagle 
Forum Organization. It is 
reprinted with her permis¬ 
sion. 

“Americans who believe 
in God had better wake up 
and realize that a well-or¬ 
chestrated campaign is 
moving to fundamentally 
transform the United 
States into a scrupulously 
secular nation.

“The major strike force 
working to accomplish this 
consists of the American 
Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) plus various athe¬ 
ist groups. They are always 
ready to file lawsuits to get 
some supremacist judge to 
restrict religious expres¬ 
sion. 

“This effort is magnified 
by two other organizations 
that have a major impact 
on our culture: the mili¬ 
tary, who feel the tempta¬ 
tion to be politically 
correct, and the liberal bu¬ 
reaucrats in public schools 
who now feel free to teach 
their leftwing views. 
Barack Obama’s finger¬ 
prints are not on most of 
these acts, but his anti-re¬ 
ligious attitudes are widely 
enough known to encour¬ 
age those on the public 
payroll to charge ahead 
with extremist politically 
correct policies. 

“We’d like to know if 
Pentagon officials have met 
with any Christian leaders 
to balance the aggressive 
lobbying by those who 
want to silence all religious 



expression by members of 
the military. Nine senior 
Army or Navy officers were 
dismissed this year, and 
some wonder if this was a 
purge of senior officers 
suspected of not toeing the 
Obama party line. 

“A Young Marines pro¬ 
gram in Louisiana, which 
has been helping at-risk 
youth for 25 years, lost its 
federal funding because its 
graduation ceremony men¬ 
tions God. The oath says 
simply, 'I shall never do 
anything that would bring 
disgrace or dishonor upon 
my God, my country and 
its flag, my parents, myself 
or the Young Marines.' 

“Graduation also in¬ 
cludes a voluntary and 
non-denominational 
prayer that, in 25 years, no 
one ever complained 
about. But Obama’s De¬ 
partment of Justice discov¬ 
ered the oath and prayer in 
a random audit and then 
demanded that both be re¬ 
moved or else the govern¬ 
ment would cut off its 
$15,000 in federal funding. 

“Some public school 
busybody bureaucrats are 
trying to suppress any and 
all religious mention on 
school property. Their or¬ 
ders are far more extreme 
than anything courts have 
ever held to be violations of 
the First Amendment. 

“Sports are a favorite 
target of the anti-religious 
crowd. A high school foot¬ 
ball coach, Marcus Bor¬ 
den, was forbidden even to 
bow his head or 'take a 
knee' during voluntary 
student-led prayers before 
the games. 

“In Texas, a boy’s track 
relay team ran its fastest 
race of the year and de¬ 
feated its closest rival by 
seven yards, which should 
have enabled it to advance 
toward the state champi¬ 


onship. The team’s anchor 
runner pointed to the sky 
to give glory to God as he 
crossed the finish line, but 
someone didn’t like the 
gesture so the authorities 
disqualified this winning 
team because of it. 

“The ACLU in Rhode Is¬ 
land filed a lawsuit to force 
Cranston High School to 
remove a prayer banner in 
the auditorium, even 
though there had been no 
complaints in 38 years. 
The banner reads in part: 
'Our Heavenly Father: Help 
us to be good sports and 
smile when we lose as well 
as when we win. Teach us 
the value of true friend¬ 
ship, help us always to 
conduct ourselves so as to 
bring credit to Cranston 
High School.' 

“High school officials in 
Kountze, Texas, and a Wis¬ 
consin atheist group called 
Freedom from Religion 
made a tremendous effort 
to stop the cheerleaders 
from displaying a banner 
before a football game that 
read: 'And let us run with 
endurance the race God 
has set before us.' 

“In North Carolina, a 
high school junior knelt for 
a brief two-second prayer 
before a wrestling match, 
and the referee penalized 
him a point for doing so. A 
senior at Tomah High 
School in Wisconsin was 
given a zero on an art proj¬ 
ect because he added a 
cross and the words 'John 
3:16: A Sign of Love' to his 
drawing of a landscape. 

“You can laugh at the 
following rule issued by 
the principal at Heritage 
Elementary in Madison, 


Ala., but she was down¬ 
right serious. She allowed 
Easter observances includ¬ 
ing a costumed rabbit, but 
she issued this imperious 
warning, 'Make sure we 
don’t say ‘the Easter 
bunny’ because that would 
infringe on religious diver¬ 
sity.' 

“America was founded 
on very different beliefs 
about government actions. 
As Alexis de Toqueville, the 
Frenchman who traveled 
around our country in the 
mid-19th century, wrote: 
'Upon my arrival in the 
United States, the religious 
aspect of the country was 
the first thing that struck 
my attention. The Ameri¬ 
cans combine the notions 
of Christianity and of lib¬ 
erty so intimately in their 
minds, that it is impossible 
to make them conceive the 
one without the other.'" 

This warning should be 
taken to heart by all the 
ministers in America as 
the noose is enlarged for 
the freedom of preaching 
the whole truth, not just in 
the public square. Look up 
the “Hate Crime Law” and 
read of all the ones already 
suffering from preaching 
the sins the evil ones don’t 
want condemned. And 
many are suffering for 
practicing their faith even 
in their own businesses.

Dyer Hill Curve 
reconstruction 
moving ahead 

STAFF REPORT 

A contractor for the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
(KyTC) is making good 
progress on the U.S. 60 Dyer 
Hill Curve reconstruction proj¬ 
ect just west of Burna in Liv¬ 
ingston County. 

As of late last week, about 
a quarter of earth-moving 
work required for realignment 
of the roadway had been 
completed. 

Work started Aug. 12 and is 
expected to take 120 working 
days. KyTC Public Information 
Officer Keith Todd indicated 
that construction of the new 
section is expected to be com¬ 
pleted sometime late next 
summer, but work could go 
quicker if mild weather should 
allow some construction to 
progress during the winter 
months. 

“The project improves 
safety by softening the curve, 
widening the roadway and im¬ 
proving sight-distance,” Todd 
said. “Heading westbound, the 
roadway will go to the left of 
the existing roadway, allowing 
a more gradual curve back to 
the right before reconnecting 
to the existing roadway.”

The 
grant was part of a $150 mil¬ 
lion effort nationwide to ex¬ 
tend health care services into 
rural and under served re¬ 
gions of the country. 

Caldwell, Lyon and Trigg 
counties will also benefit from 
the grant. 

Penn 3 n-oyal Healthcare 
Services (PHS) is a corpora¬ 
tion formed by the Penn 3 n*oyal 
Center to oversee its primary 
health care services. 

"This grant will provide a 
wonderful opportunity to ex¬ 
pand primary care and be¬ 


havioral health care to citi¬ 
zens in the entire western 
area of our principal service 
region," said PHS board mem¬ 
ber David Ptaszek. "This 
award is truly a blessing for 
the underserved persons in 
our communities." 

Under the terms of the 
grant. Pennyroyal Health 
Care services has 120 days in 
which to begin offering serv¬ 
ices. Ptaszek said last week in 
a news release that the board 
is currently finalizing plans 
for implementing services and 
will begin to search immedi¬ 
ately for administrative staff 
along with medical and sup¬ 
port staff. 

The initial site for Penny¬ 
royal Health Services will be 
Princeton, but outreach serv¬ 
ices will include Crittenden, 
Lyon and Trigg counties.

In honor of Veterans Day 
Monday, we are reminded to 
stop and think of the historic 
events that have happened m 
our past. During World War 
II, Crittenden County had 
many of its young men and 
women in the armed serv¬ 
ices, and to support these 
brave and unselfish soldiers, 
sailors and airmen, Critten¬ 
den Countians were doing all 
they could at home to show 
their love and support for 
these soldiers. Purchasing 
war bonds was an important 
part of supporting military 
operations and expenditures 
during the war, and Critten¬ 
den County always did its 
part. 

From the archives of The 
Crittenden Press, I have 
found many articles testify¬ 
ing to the support of our local 
citizens. Mr. Hollis Franklin, 
a well-known businessman 
and respected citizen of the 
county, wrote a weekly col¬ 
umn for The Press. He called 
it “Two-Eyes, Two Ears and A 
Typewriter.” Through this 
column, Mr. Franklin kept 
newspaper readers informed 
on many items of interest 
that might not have other¬ 
wise been newsworthy. He 
also shared his personal 
thoughts, which were always 
supportive, encouraging and 
praising the good deeds of 
everyone in the county. 

This article contains a few 
comments from his columns. 
They give us a first hand view 
of some of the happenings in 
our county at this unsure 
time in our history. 

May 28,1943 

This week comes word 
that bombadier James E. 
Worley, then a master ser¬ 
geant and now a first lieu¬ 
tenant, has been awarded 
the Silver Star and Oak Leaf 
Cluster decorations in north¬ 
ern Australia. The Spokane 
Washington Daily Chroni¬ 
cle—from which we clip this 
story—in pictures and in a 
special four-column article 
pays tribute to this former 
Crittenden County boy, the 
son of J.A. Worley of Tolu. 

Speaking of Crittenden 
County boys in service, we 
read from Everett Clay's 
“Spotlighting Sports" of the 
Miami Herald that John Elize 
Gilless Jr.—son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J.E. Gilless of the Levias 
section—^who has been m the 
Army two months, won the 
verdict m a boxing match put 



on by the 414th Training 
Group at Flamingo Park. 

His opponent was another 
19-year-old soldier, new in 
the service from Cleveland, 
Ohio. Of the match, the 
sports columnist further says 
“Leather flew every second of 
three rounds with Gilless get¬ 
ting the winning verdict.” 

Benson never cracked a 
smile. Gilless's grin, on the 
other hand, broadened as the 
match progressed, and the 
more the blood poured from 
his nose, the more punish¬ 
ment he took, the more the 
Kentuckian enjoyed it. A con¬ 
tagious grin it was which 
won the heart of the crowd, 
and the nod of the judges. 
“No nation can ever lick us as 
long as our boys are like 
that,” remarked an old ser¬ 
geant. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bert E. 
Woody of Marion this week 
received word from the Office 
of the Adjutant General that 
their son. Staff Sgt. Jack L. 
Woody, had upon the order 
of the President of the United 
States, been awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross 
for extraordinary achieve¬ 
ment while participating in 
air flights Sept. 30, Oct. 2 
and Oct 4, 1942, in the 
Solomon Islands. This man 
will never come back again. 
His citation says, “Missing In 
action.” While he was in serv¬ 
ice, every month he had a 
war bond deducted from his 
pay. If Uncle Sam needed his 
money, he was willing to lend 
it. If his country needed his 
life, he was willing to give it. 

Sept. 10,1943 

Crittenden County has 
been attacked. Hitler, Hiro- 
hito have changed our way of 
life. 

These are not scary head¬ 
lines, but statements of fact, 
and when one lets himself 
think, he knows how true 
they are. With approximately 
one-twelfth of the total popu¬ 
lation of Crittenden County 
in the armed forces of the 
United States; with Critten¬ 


den County soldiers, sailors, 
marines or coast guardsmen 
in 100 army camps and at 
every major battle front of the 
world; with prayers going up 
from uncounted Crittenden 
County homes morning, 
noon and night for the safe 
return of these same fighting 
men, no one who has the ca¬ 
pacity to think straight will 
deny that life and living in 
the county which you and I 
call home have been thrown 
out of gear by the schemes 
and acts of those who would 
destroy, forever, those things 
and those ideals which we in 
Crittenden County hold most 
dear. 

The Third War Loan, 
which is the greatest finan¬ 
cial effort any nation in the 
history of the world has ever 
undertaken, starting officially 
on Sept. 9, is now under way. 

Crittenden County's quota 
for the Third War Loan is 
$140,000, more than twice 
the size of the quota of the 
Second War Loan. For Crit¬ 
tenden County, this is a stu¬ 
pendous amount. We can 
make if we try hard enough— 
if enough of us, if all us, 
working together, try hard 
enough. 

People in Crittenden 
County watch eagerly every 
day for the mail and for let¬ 
ters from their loved ones 
who are at the “four corners 
of the world” fighting that 
their parents, their loved 
ones, that you and I, may 
continue to hold title to our 
homes, our farms, our of¬ 
fices, our stores or stock of 
goods, our livestock, our ma¬ 


chinery. 

These boys are not going 
to fail us. They may die need¬ 
lessly if you and I fail to pro¬ 
vide them with materials 
with which they may bring 
this war to a successful con¬ 
clusion. Their job is to fight. 
Ours is to provide the mate¬ 
rial sinews of war. Good sol¬ 
diers do not have to be 
constantly reminded what 
they have been sent to do. 
Patriotic citizens do not have 
to be told repeatedly what 
their duty is. 

Sept. 17,1943 
More Crittenden County 
boys in service 

We read in the paper that 
Capt. Reginald H. Phillips of 
Evansville—^pilot of the Liber¬ 
ator “Lemon Drop” and 
leader of the flight of 
bombers in the second 
bombing of Rome—^was a 
member of the American 
bombing squadron which 
bombed Foggia, Italy, a few 
days ago. He had been 
wounded early this year and 
had been previously awarded 
the Oak Leaf Cluster and Air 
Medal. 

He is the only son of Hu¬ 
bert Phillips and Una 
Ainsworth Phillips who were 
born and raised in the He¬ 
bron section of the county 
and a grandson of Seldon 
Ainsworth and a nephew of 
Miss Carrie Ainsworth of 
Marion. 

In another article appear¬ 
ing in The Courier Journal 
last week, there were pic¬ 
tures of the four sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Marshall Nunn of 
the Pleasant Hill section of 


the county, who are in the 
armed services of the coun- 
try. 

Marshall Nunn and his 
wife know that War Bonds 
are a good buy. They have 
reason to have faith in the 
bonds they buy and in their 
four fine sons, Rudell, J.C., 
Kevil and Thomas, who are 
doing their part in fighting in 
the war. 

It is up to you and me to 
see that these fine young 
Americans are provided the 
best that can be had in 
equipment. 

Oct. 8,1943 

Crittenden County did in¬ 
deed come through and go 
beyond their quota of 
$140,000. 

Crittenden County has to 
date sold more than 
$370,000 in bonds in the 
Third War Loan, or more 
than 264 percent of its as¬ 
signed quota. From figures so 
far available, no other county 
in Kentucky even nearly ap¬ 
proaches it in the sale per¬ 
centage of assigned quotas in 
the Third War Loan. 

In the Second War Loan, 
Crittenden County was third 
in the 64 Kentucky counties 
in the 8th Federal Reserve 
District in assigned quotas 
sold. 


Hats off to the U.S. Coal 
and Coke Co., which for 
years has owned and oper¬ 
ated one of the best equipped 
fluorspar plants in this sec¬ 
tion of the country and which 
has been a real asset to Crit¬ 
tenden County. In times of 
prosperity and in times of de¬ 
pression... its interest in Crit¬ 
tenden County interests, its 
problems and its welfare, 
again saw to it that Critten¬ 
den County should be at or 
very near the head of the pro¬ 
cession in Kentucky in the 
Third War Loan. 

It’s good to be reminded of 
things that happened in our 
past and how Crittenden 
County worked together to 
achieve their goals. It's also 
good to be reminded of the 
fine people that made reach¬ 
ing these goals possible. 
When people ask me why I 
like living in Crittenden 
County, many of these things 
come to mind. We have much 
to be proud of in our people 
and history.

drama. 

Following the dinner will 
be a free program presented 
by Spencer and Linda 
Brewer, who are members of 
the Kentucky Humanities 
Council Speakers Bureau. 
The couple is from Central 
City and has traveled 
widely across the start. 
They will present a program 


on Kentucky flags. The 
presentation will discuss 
some of the more famous 
flags of Kentucky, using 
them as a teaching tool. 
They will also discuss the 
flags of the Civil War used 
in Kentucky. 

Descendants of this 
group are still in this area. 

Music and lyrics from a 
Civil War songbook will be 
presented by local musi¬ 


cians. 

Confederate General 
Robert E. Lee once re¬ 
marked, “without music, 
there would have been no 
army.” Find out what the 
songs meant to the soldiers. 

An auction will follow the 
entertainment.

Resembling a high-tech 
science laboratory on 
wheels, the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s 
new Mobile Science Activity 
Center, or MSAC, visited 
Crittenden County Elemen¬ 
tary School last week. The 
44-foot-long trailer provided 
interactive learning for stu¬ 
dents and included 11 iPads, 
a 70-inch LED monitor and 
an all-in-one touchscreen 
desktop computer, CCES 
students had the opportu¬ 
nity to conduct agriculture- 
related scientific experiments 
using iPads. 

Two mobile units travel to 
schools throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth, Jason Hodge, a 
Fancy Farm resident, covers 
the western part of the state, 
A MSAC program coordina¬ 
tor, Hodge has been with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture for 11 years. This 
is his sixth year coordinating 
this program, Hodge began 
teaching out of the brand 
new units on Sept. 1. Agri¬ 
culture Commissioner 

James Comer officially 
launched the new units in a 
ceremony during the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair at the Ken¬ 
tucky Exposition Center in 
Louisville in August, The 
goal is to demonstrate scien¬ 
tific experiments related to 
agriculture that meet current 
educational standards and 
core content. 

“It’s all hands-on science 
experiments related to agri¬ 


culture. So we’re hitting the 
science curriculum the stu¬ 
dents are being taught in the 
classroom as well as putting 
an agricultural tie to every¬ 
thing to help students un¬ 
derstand the importance of 
agriculture in their commu¬ 
nities,” Hodge said. 

Students in Jennifer Bell’s 
third-grade class learned 
how to make lip balm from 
combining beeswax and veg¬ 


etable cooking oil, which is 
composed of soybean oil. 
During the demonstration, 
Hodge spoke on mixtures 
and solutions and the vari¬ 
ous states of matter. 

“One of our real popular 
activities is making home¬ 
made ice cream. The agricul¬ 
tural tie is to the dairy 
industry using the milk. The 
science side to that particu¬ 
lar activity is talking about 


the states of matter,” Hodge 
said. “We also can touch on 
freezing point and solutions 
and mixtures. We start with 
a liquid solution that goes 
through the freezing process 
that forms ice cream.” 

The mobile units are ad¬ 
ministered by the Division of 
Agriculture Education and 
Outreach in the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Office of Marketing.

Research shows 
public not getting 
proper nutrition

Beshear ad¬ 
dressed Crittenden County’s 
health at the regular Critten¬ 
den County Inter-Agency 
Council meeting. 

MAPP works with commu¬ 
nity partners—from local gov¬ 
ernment officials to the 
school system—to implement 
a community-wide planning 
process to help improve fit¬ 
ness with leadership from 
public health. It is designed to 
adapt to any community. 

The first MAPP meeting in 
Crittenden County was held 
in the spring of 2011. 
Beshear said MAPP officials’ 
first goal was to have a wide 
range of community mem¬ 
bers join the organization. 

“We invited as many peo¬ 
ple as we could think of who 
represented the different 
facets of Crittenden County,’’ 
Beshear said. “We wanted to 
look at our community and 
see what is great about Crit¬ 
tenden County and see what 
we wanted to improve, what 
resources we have here in¬ 
ternally we could use and 
where we need to look out¬ 
side, such as grants or other 
resources to bring into the 
community.’’ 

The organization soon for¬ 
mulated a specific vision for 
the community. MAPP’s goal 
for Crittenden County is to 
work together for a safe. 


healthy and informed com¬ 
munity. 

Beshear said officials con¬ 
ducted a survey of 60 ques¬ 
tions related to quality of life 
and community perceptions. 
Residents could find the 
questionnaires at the health 
department and hospital re¬ 
ception or online. 

One thing health officials’ 
research found was that the 
community doesn’t get 
enough fruits and vegetables 
on a daily basis. Of those 
surveyed, 77.5 percent said 
they have one to two serv¬ 
ings of fruit a day. Approxi¬ 
mately 72 percent only had 
one to two servings of veg¬ 
etables. That’s well below the 
five to nine servings per day 
that is recommended for 
fruits and vegetables. 

Lack of physical activity 
was another identified prob¬ 
lem. About 46 percent said 
they only exercised one to 
two days a week. 

Beshear said the top three 
health problems people re¬ 
ported having were high 
blood pressure, being over¬ 
weight and having high cho¬ 
lesterol. 

“So improving physical ac¬ 
tivity and nutrition are two 
things to combat those 
areas,’’ Beshear told those 
gathered at the inter-agency 
meeting at the Crittenden 
County University of Ken¬ 
tucky Cooperative Extension 
Service office. 

She cited the implementa¬ 
tion of the Geo Motion pro¬ 
gram for all elementary 
school students. Also imple¬ 
mented was Find Your World 
in Fitness program for stu¬ 
dents and their parents. It will 
again be held in January. 

“It starts with the kids and 
building a good foundation 
and getting the parents on 
board,’’ Beshear said. 

She encouraged new par¬ 
ticipation at MAPP meetings, 
saying new partners are al¬ 
ways welcome to attend. The 
next MAPP next meeting is in 
January.

Owensboro Catholic's Houston 
Hartz threw for seven touchdowns 
and 375 yards as the Aces easily 
dispatched the Rockets 50-7 in the 
first round of the KHSAA Class 2A 
playoffs Friday on the Kentucky 
Wesleyan campus. 

The llth-ranked Aces scored all 
their points in the first half and 
Crittenden finally punched in a 
touchdown late in the game to avoid 
the shutout. Catholic beat the 
Rockets 58-0 last year in the 2A 
post-season opener. 

Crittenden started the season 3- 
1, but lost its final six games by a 
cumulative score of 237-17. The 
Rockets finish the year at 3-7 and 
winless in 2A First Region play. 
Crittenden played just nine regular 
season games. 

The season was clouded by sev¬ 
eral injuries to an already young 
and inexperienced team. Senior 
quarterback Travis Gilbert was hurt 
at the midway point of the season 
and never returned. Several other 
key injuries played a part in Crit¬ 
tenden's disappointing season, and 
the team was also hit hard by the 
diagnosis of its longtime coach, A1 
Starnes, with colon cancer and his 
wife, Angela, with breast cancer a 
few weeks later. 

Hartz, who has put up numbers 
very similar to those of Caldwell 
County quarterback Elijah Sinde- 
lar, has received much less atten¬ 
tion. College recruiters have hardly 
noticed his 3,248 yards passing 
this season. Hartz completed nearly 
every pass he threw as his receivers 
were open in the Rocket secondary 
throughout the first half. Hartz did 
not play in the second half. As a 
junior last year, he threw for 200 


yards against Crittenden in the 
playoffs. 

Rocket seniors Micah Hollamon, 
Brenden Phillips, Daniel Wagoner, 
Zach Tinsley and Cody Caraway all 
played their final games in a Rocket 
uniform. All were key components 
in this year's team, as was Gilbert 
before his injury. They also each 
had solid performances against the 
Aces. On defense, Tinsley had nine 
total tackles and Phillips six. 

Junior running back Lane Wal¬ 
lace, who rushed for 761 yards this 
season including 28 against the 
Aces, was named to the All-Western 
Kentucky Conference Team. 

Sophomore Nick Castiller led 
Crittenden in rushing at Owens¬ 
boro. He entered the game in the 
second half when Wallace was in¬ 
jured and left the game. Castiller 
rushed for 52 yards. 

The Rockets will play in Class 2A 
for at least one more season before 
reclassification, at which time it is 
anticipated that enrollment will put 
Crittenden back in Class A.
